Following the quéstion is ‘an 
answer which explains that if 
a majority of the voters cast 
is in the affirmative the 
fluoridation of the water sup- 
ply shall be contimed, and if 
otherwise it shall be discon- 
tinued. 

The vote of the Legislature 
followed hearings in the State 
Nouse, on February 10th and 
12th, on whether or not the 
question should be on the bal- 
lot.

Unlike the missiles which are 
fired into the South Atlantic 
region, and in which a number 
of the nose cones are ost, it 
is believed that, for a short 
period of time there will be a 
good recovery of the nose 
cones of the Wilmimgton mis- 
sile. 

They were given to clildren 
of Wilmington, by AVCO persnn- 
nel, lust Sunday, when over 
3500 Wilmington residents, vi 
sitedthe new, research center, 
during their open house. 

Made of plastic, the nose 
cones can be fired with a very 
satisfying ‘pop’ by the young 
missileman in charge, and will 
lmd at a point aout 20 feet 
away. AVCO yave away every 
missile they had, to the wil- 
mington youngsters.

May we extend our congratulations to Reps. 
Frank Tanner and Tom Donohue for voting against 
the Withholding Tax Bill.Their reasons were 
different, but at least their eyes were open. 

The bill was rammed through the legislature 
without adequate consideration. A lot of spe- 
cious promises were made, to lull the People, 
and most of legislators were gullible enough to 
go along with the promises.

50th WEDDING 


The Town of Wilmington has 
always had its Carter families 
ard will always have them, and 
one of these families, the E 
Poyden Carters of West Street 
celebrated their 50th Wedding 
AnniverSary, yesterday. 

They were married in Chel sea, 
on Peb. 25, 1909, by the Rev. 
George Ploomfield, Minister of 
the Congregational Church of 
Wilmington. “rs Carter was, be- 
fore her marriage, Harriet 
Taylor, RN, and was Head Nurse 
at the Whidden !pspital. 

The daughter of S. Warren and 
Laura Taylor, she was born in 
Reading, on Jan 2, 1875. Nad 
she been born five minutes 
earlier she would have been a 
‘New Year's Duby’ 

Roy Carter is one of the few 
people in Wilmington today who 
can remember when Htigh Street, 
in North Wilmington was called 
‘lardscrabble’. His father, 
and his grandfather were both 
Postmasters in North Wilming- 
ton, ‘Grampa’ Johathan Carter 


having received his commission 
1875, 


on Jan 4, 


Grampa Carter had a store, 
where the Elia’s Country Mar- 
ket is today. He was one of a 
numerous clan - his brothers 
being suck men as Cyrus Carter 
and William Henry Carter One, 
who was the Treasurer of the 
Eoston & Maine Railroad, at 
bout the time Roy Carter was 
born. 

Grampa Carter lived in the 
house where Henry Mullarky 
lives today, at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Mystic 
Avenue, and was the ‘official’ 
mince meat taster of North Wil 
mington. None of the ladies of 
that part of town were certain 
that their mince meat was go- 
ing to be a success until John 
athan Carter had tasted it, 
and prescribed ‘ a little mre 
salt’ or what ever was needed 
to make the Mince Meat just 
right for the Thanksgiving Ta- 
ble. 

Johnathan’s sister, Judith, 
married Henry Planchar¢, one 
of the mre prominent people 
of that day - a man who was 
an investor in the ‘Narrow- 
Guage Railroad’ projected to 
run from Morth Wilmington to 
the foston & Lowell, at about 
the site of the New England 
Gas property, today. Henry, of 
course, lost the money when 
the railroad folded, after the 
Treasurer, one Parker, had 
disappeared with the Treasury. 

Royden Carter's father was 
Postmaster, after his grand- 
father, and was als ticket a- 
gent for the Poston & Maine, 
at North Wilmington. 

The Postoffice and railroad 
station were one building, on 
the site of the present North 
Wilmington depot, and upstairs

was an apartment, in which the 
; family lived, and in which 
| Royden was born. 

| Royden’s memries of things 
| gone by are remarkable. He re- 
|calls when the flagpole, on 
|the conmon was erected. It had 
‘been given to the town by syl- 
|vester Carter, and a crew of 
|men from the Navy Yard came 
out to make a flagpote out of 
;8 huge crooked treé - a re- 
jmarkable piece of work, it was 
thought, in those days. Royden 
was then a student in what is 
\now the Center School, and 
some of the boys stuffed lit- 
tle pebbles into the hole at 
the top of the pole, where the 
ball which always ornaments 
such a pole was to be placed. 
As a consequence, the workmen 
being unable to get the stones 
jout, the ball was set higher 
than was planned. 

Another of Royden’s memories 
is the finding of a large num 
ber of Indian Arrowheads, in a 
jcultivated field, off what is 
now North Street. He and Tom 
iSidelinker ( father of Sgt. 
[Talbert Sidelinker, of the 
Wilmington Police) found the 
arrowheads, probably just a- 
‘bout where the Beddoes home is 
today. 

Royden attended Phillips A- 
cademy, in Andover, graduating 
with the class of 1898, and 
wrked in Poston for many 
lyears, with a printing firm. 
When the depression closed the 
firm he moved back again to 
Wilmington, to the old house 
in which the couple have lived 
ever since. 

Another of Royden’s memries 
is the skating on the Ipswich 
River, 60 years ago. One of 
the best skaters of the day, 
he recalls, was Ruth Cole, she 
who married Seth Lowry, popu- 
lar High School teachep of 50 
years ago. The Lowry’s are now 
living in Pillerica. 


It was nothing, 
to skate down the river to No. 


in those days 


Reading, for the farmers cut 
hay every year, in the Hundred 
Acre Meadow, and thus provided 
a wonderful place for skating. 
Tut Mr and Mrs Carter are not 
an old couple who think only 
of the past - in fact the past 
interests them very little. 

At the present time their 
concern is with the proposals 
of the Poston & Maine Railroad 
to use the ‘Wildcat’ railroad 
for passenger trains. Royden 
thinks it is the worst pro- 
posal he has ever heard, for 
Wilmington - with all the auto 
traffic on Main Street, they 
should build a bridge, he says 
- a bridge that would possibly 
cost $3,000, 000. 

‘If those people in the State 
House listen to those propo- 
sals they're crazy’ Royden 
says.
